Health-Building 


We Begin to Play Our South American Cards 


'The first United States card in the South American trade game is on th 


table, and it looks good for a trick. 


[t is the arrangement with Bn.i/11 by which the United States offers gol 


and credits to that country in order that it may put its debt struclur 
in order and stablize its money on LI basis on»which it can again trade on a 
.•expanded scale with the United St;ites. 


For the past year almost all the cards played in the Latin-American 
; .wie have been German and Italian cards. They were good ones, too, and 
It ok many a trick. There was the aski-mark-barter ace. the propaganda 
queen, which finessed its way into a position of political importance in .several 
Lutm-American countries. There was the loeai-political-movement joker, 
'vhich came near taking an important trick until several countries recognized 
it as invalid, and threw it out of the game. 


Meanwhile Uncle Sam held some cards, but hesitated to' play them. 


Trick after trick went to Europe. 
Now lie has decided to play a few aces 


himself. 


First he played the Good Neighbor ace, which ranked high, for the 


countries south know that today 
Uncle Same has imperative reasons 


to want genuine friendship with nearest neighbors. 
Hence they know 


they can trust his protestations of friendship. 


Then he played the Declaration of Lima and reciprocal trade picture 


cards, and they took tricks, too. for the South Americans are already be- 
ginning to realize that the blocked-mark 
boulevard is a one-way alley. 


Now it looks as though Sam is going to run out the suit of friendly financial 


assistance and increased free trade. 


Chile desperately needs financial help to rehabilitate her earthquake re- 


gions. Peru. Uraguay, and perhaps Argentina, need help to get back on the 
track of orthodox finance and normal international trade relations. 
If 


\ve don't give it, others are ready, as Czecho-Slovakia knows. 


The United States is now a creditor country, as Dr. Oswaldo Aranha 


pointed out. and must act like one. That is, it must use its creditor position 
to promote economic recuperation in countries less favored. A creditor has 
no other choice, for he has nothing to gain by the bankruptcy of his debtors. 


Already howls have gone out from Germany that the United States is 


out to subdue South America with golden bullets. That is untrue, but it 
shows that the cards playad were good ones, and the loss of the tricks hurt. . 


The United States is not seeking to exclude Germany or any other country 


from South American, trade. It is only trying to see that the trade game is 
played under rules that apply to all. and not under special rules that ailow 
some countries the privilege of not following suit, while the rest were 
compelled to do so. Brazil has made it clear that even after the agreement 
goes into effect, anybody can play, provided that they subscribe t/> the same 
set of rules. 


Every year millions of people in the 
Jnited States take vacations during 
vhich they travel various distances in 
earch of a change of scene and a 
hange of habits of living. It has been 
estimated by Dr. Charles I. Singer that 
nore than 35.000.000 peop* take part 
n these migrations and that the mon- 
ey spent on vacations every year will 
approximate 35,000.000.000. 


Of course, 70 per cent of people take 


their vacations in the summer in con- 
trast of 20 per cent who take theirs in 
winter, and 10 per cent in the fall and 
spring. Moreover, with the increase< 
speed of modern life and with the in- 
creased facility for travel, many peo- 
ple now take two vacations each year 


Many people take their vacations in 
; 


relationship to finding a different cli- 
mate—going south in the winter and 
north in the summer, and going to the 
desert states in search of dryness and 
warmth. 


Other people seek stimulation asso- 


ciated with rest, as is the case of the 
fisherman and the hunter. Most of us. 
however, do not take our vacations pri- 
marily for improvement of health, 
but rather for mental hygiene and re- 
laxation. 


Europeans have become accustomed 


to go to all sorts of health resorts not 
primarily ^for rest and relaxation, but 
for their health.. In these resorts they 
drink waters with laxative effects, use 
baths of various sype.s for specific 
health purposes, control 
the body 


weight by controlled diet and establish 
habits of sleep by exercise which in 
turn is followed by relaxation. 


The European health resorts have 


beeen organized and developed for so 
many years that they include great 
numbers of physicians who are espec- 
ially trained in the care of patients 
under resort conditions. 


It is customary for the person cftm- 


ing to such a resort to have a com- 
plete physical examination and to he 
closely supervised during his stay. 
The baths, the amount of exercise, the 
massage and the other treatment.-; an.' 
carefully prescribed. 


In the United States we have not de- 


veloped our resorts on a similar scale; 
yet the natural advantages of 'many 
places in the United States give us 
distinct advantages. There is noth- 
ing in Europe resembling Florida. Cal- 
ifornia, Nevada, Colorado or Yellow- 
stone Park. Moreover, most of the 
spas and health resorts of Europe can 


be duplicated in this country by the 
springs available in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Missouri. Indiana and many 
other states. 


The need exists for suitable devel- 


opment of these resorts not according 
ing to European plans, but in order to 
give the best that American scientific 
medicine can offer for the utilization 


f these resorts to the utmost. 


New Book Lures For Fishermen 


There is probably one tiling an ang- 


ler relishes us much as fishing itself— 
that is reading about his favorite sport. 
Two books of timely importance to the 
country's 7,000.000 licensed anglers are 
"Trout" by Ray Bergman (Ponn Pub- 
lishing Co.: $5) and Lee Wulff's "Hand- 
book" (Stokes: $1.751. 


The first is a weighty and handsome 


volume, copiously illustrated, much of 
it in full color. These illustrations ore 
from paintings of various fly patttenis 
by Dr. Edgar Burke. Models for the 
paintings .were tied by Bergman him- 
self, who Is, incidentally, one of the 
best fly designers in the country. Hi.' 
chauptor o,n fly tying alone ViVakes his 


book singularly valuable. 


But Bergman seems to cover about 


everything that could be said about 
trout fishing. He handles his subject 
in a manner both entertaining and in- 
formative. For one thing, he debunks 
a lot of the dizzier theories about the. 
art, replacing thorn with the results of 
long experience In many waters. You 
cannot very well read his book with- 
out accepting most of these as good 
common fishing sense. 


Wulff's little volume is just as sound, 


and more convenient. In fact, it is 
perhaps the handiest book for the ang- 
ler to come off the presses in a long 
time, what with its waterproof oil-silk 
jacket and convenient .si/e. 


You can tnke right along with you 


and while you fish you can check" up 
on nbout everything from how to hook 
a woi'm' to strcamcraft and night fish- 
ing and tying knots.—,1. D.

Apple Spraying 


The control of upplc diseases by 


spraying is Im-gcly a matter of proper 
timing, proper .spray materials, and 
thoroughness of application. 


Of the principal apple diseases, such 


as scab, fircbliglit, blotch, black rot, 
bitter rot, Phoma spot and sooty 
blotch, scab over a period of years 
should 
probably be considered 
the 


most serious disease of apples in Ar- 
K,nnsas. The scab fungus lives over the 
winter on dead apple leaves on the 
ground, and Die spores are shot from 
these leaves into the air and carried 
far and wide by wind, and consequent- 
ly all orchards are subject to infec- 
tion, says Dr. V. H. Young, plant path- 
otogist of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture.
